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Matching cuts take $1 million 
from UVic in 1996/97 


Provincial government cuts to 
the B.C. University Matching 
Program will lop almost $1 
million off the $1.6 million that 
UVic had been promised for 
1996-97 under the terms of the 
nine-year-old provincial pro¬ 
gram. The bad news about this 
year was delivered to UVic in 
mid-December, but it’s still 
unclear whether the program will 
continue through to 1999-2000 
as previously scheduled. 

The matching program was 
created in 1988 to encourage 
private sector donations to B.C. 
universities. Since then nearly 
$108 million has been allocated to 
UVic, UBC, SFU and UNBC to 
match private donations for 
research facilities and equipment, 
major capital projects, and 
permanent endowments for 
scholarships, bursaries, chairs or 
fellowships. 

UVic officials are now 
assessing the impact of the 
reductions on projects such as 
the University’s proposed 
Centres for Global Studies and 
Innovative Teaching, library 
acquisitions and student scholar¬ 
ships and bursaries, which had 
been among the prime goals of 
the recently concluded “UVic 


Longtime friend of UVic 
Francis G. Winspear passed 
away quietly in Edmonton on 
Jan. 23 from complications 
arising from a stroke and 
pneumonia. The philanthro¬ 
pist, educator, entrepreneur, 
UVic honorary doctor of 
science recipient and honor¬ 
ary patron was 93. 

Winspear demonstrated his 
commitment to education and 
to UVic in 1991through a gift 
to the University of $1 million 
to create a continuing en¬ 
dowed chair for research in 
public policy. It was one of 
the largest individual dona¬ 
tions ever made to the Univer¬ 
sity at that time. Winspear 
said he was “very keen on a 
careful study of public policy 
as far as Canada is concerned 
because I think there’s 
something the matter Dr. 
Rod Dobell (Public Adminis¬ 
tration) was the first person 
appointed to the Chair. 

Winspear, who divided his 
time between homes in 
Saanich and Edmonton, also 
funded the Winspear Cup, an 
annual golf tournament at 
Glen Meadows Golf and 
Country Club. Vancouver 


Challenge” capital campaign. 
Much of the money pledged in 
that five-year fundraising effort 
had been raised on the donors’ 
understanding that their contribu¬ 
tions would be matched by 
provincial funds. 

“We’ve been in contact with 
many of our major donors to 
discuss the possible impact on the 
projects they’re supporting,” says 
UVic’s Executive Director of 
External Relations, Meg Beckel. 
“They’re very sympathetic to the 
situation that the University is now 
faced with and we don’t anticipate 
losing any gifts as a result of the 
cuts to the matching component. 
Everybody’s on board so far.” 
Beckel says that the major 
campaign projects will proceed, 
although most will now be scaled 
down. An assessment of the 
precise impact of the cuts is still 
pending news about the future of 
the program. 

“We know that this year we can 
put forward $670,000 for match¬ 
ing, but we don’t yet know what 
we’ll be looking at for next year 
and beyond,” says Beckel. Under 
the matching program schedule, 
UVic was to have received $1.3 
million in 1997-98, $1.2 million in 
1998-99, and $600,000 in 1999-

Island’s 10 best amateurs 
compete annually for the cup 
against the 10 best professionals. 
In Edmonton, he provided $6 
million to fund the Francis 
Winspear Centre for Music and 
created the Winspear Foundation, 
which contributes to the arts, 
education, and medicine. In 1967 
he was one of the first recipients 
of the Order of Canada. 

A chartered accountant by 
training, Winspear founded 
Winspear Higgins Stevenson & 
Co.—an international account¬ 
ing firm with offices across 
Canada and in 26 countries—in 


2000. The uncertainty means that 
campaign pledges yet to come in 
will no longer be assured of 
matching funds. “It’s been a 
valuable program that has helped 
UVic launch some major initia¬ 
tives that would have been 
impossible otherwise, such as the 
550 new units of affordable 
housing on campus, or the Harvey 
S. Southam Program in Writing 
and Editing and the Garfield 
Weston Scholarship in Hotel and 
Restaurant Management. Any 
reductions in the matching 
program are going to hurt. ” 

The provincial government 
stipulated that this year’s submis¬ 
sion for matching funds be 
limited to gifts in support of 
bursaries or projects that directly 
benefit students. The $670,000 
that UVic put forward includes 
$650,000 for the UVic Students 
Society student initiatives 
project, honouring a multi-year 
commitment that the University 
made in 1991 that allowed the 
completion of the Student Union 
Building, the construction of a 
new day care centre, and the 
creation of emergency student 
financial aid plan to proceed. The 
other $20,000 to be matched this 
year is for student bursaries.

1930. That same year, he 
became a sessional lecturer in 
accounting at the University of 
Alberta. During his successful 
business career, he was 
president and CEO of 19 
separate companies ranging 
from oil and steel corporations 
to real estate development 
firms. Also successful in the 
academic world, he became 
dean of the new School of 
Commerce at the U of A in 
1952 and was granted the title 
of professor emeritus in 1983. 

In a memorial service held 
at UVic’s Faculty Club on Jan. 
31, President David Strong 
described Winspear as a “man 
of great qualities and vast 
experience; wisdom, intellect, 
wit, kindness, generosity, 
courage. His was a full life, 
well spent. He was one of this 
country’s great leaders—in 
business, in academe, in 
philanthropy, in service to his 
various governments. He 
shared most of Canada’s 20th 
century and he helped shape 
it” 

Winspear is survived by his 
wife, Harriet, two sisters, two 
sons, five grandchildren and 12 
great-grandchildren.

Canada’s Secretary of State for Asia-Pacific, Raymond Chan, 
spoke at a luncheon held on campus Jan. 27. The event was 
sponsored by the UVic Student Alumni Association. Earlier in 
the day Chan, who represents the riding of Richmond in the 
House of Commons, was the opening speaker at the prepara¬ 
tory meeting of senior officials from the Asia Pacific Economic 
Cooperation (APEC). Chan, who in 1991 was arrested briefly 
by Chinese officials when he went to China to support Chinese 
dissidents, said economic reform translates into political 
reform. The recent “Team Canada” trade missions, he said, 
provide an opportunity for Canada to raise human rights issues 
and remind countries of their obligations as signatories to 
international labour and cultural organizations. Chan also met 
with UVic President David Strong and other University officials 
for a briefing on UVic’s activities in the Asia-Pacific region.

Group forms to strengthen 
Asia Pacific Studies

Faculty, staff and students 
involved in Asia Pacific studies 
have joined to found the UVic 
Asia Pacific Assembly (APA), 
an organization seeking to assist 
in shaping the development of 
Asia Pacific studies at UVic. 

The APA arose out of the 
desire of people in the field to 
participate in furthering the 
recommendations of the 
University’s strategic plan that 
UVic “take steps to ensure and 
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support the engagement of 
faculty, students, and the 
institution as a whole in the 
international arena of education 
and research and the increasing 
cultural diversity on campus” 
[section 14]. 

With the encouragement and 
support of the dean of humanities, 
several faculty members from the 
division organized a meeting Nov. 
2, inviting more than 100 UVic 
Asianists to gather and discuss 
current challenges and opportuni¬ 
ties and the future of Asia Pacific 
studies at UVic. Thirty-nine 
people from 16 departments and 
offices attended and reached 
consensus on a wide range of 
topics. 

A resulting action plan for 
Asia Pacific studies recom¬ 
mends establishing committees 
to advise on Chinese, Southeast 
Asian, Oceanic and South Asian 
studies modelled on the Japan 
Advisory Committee to the 
vice-president academic and 
provost. For several years, that 
committee has provided advice 
on the suitability of proposed 
exchange relationships with 
institutions in Japan. Progress is 
being made toward the estab¬ 
lishment of such committees. 

Other recommendations 
include strengthening existing 
programs and promoting 
interdisciplinarity, converting 
departmental and faculty level 
exchange agreements to univer¬ 
sity-wide linkages, establishing 
financial assistance for foreign 
and UVic exchange students, 
exploring linking UVic graduate 
programs with those at other 
universities, pursuit of funding 
for an Asian-language collection 


librarian, and increasing 
opportunities for student 
involvement in discussions of 
Asia Pacific studies at UVic. 

A second Asianists’ gather¬ 
ing on Nov. 25 heard from UVic 
President David Strong, Vice- 
President Academic & Provost 
Penny Codding and Interna¬ 
tional Liaison Officer Dr. John 
Schofield. Strong and Codding 
welcomed the formation of the 
group as a source of academic 
advice with which to inform 
initiatives and stressed that the 
vision of the future of Asia 
Pacific studies at UVic should 
come from those directly 
involved, should reflect student 
needs and the mandate of 
intercultural awareness, and be 
grounded in the expertise 
available on campus. 

The group will meet each 
September, with additional 
meetings as needed, and is open 
to all UVic faculty, staff and 
students teaching, conducting 
research, providing support or 
pursuing degrees in Asia Pacific 
studies. An interim standing 
committee was elected: Dr. 
Yuen-Fong Woon (Pacific & 
Asian Studies), chair; Susan 
Huggett (Co-op Japan), co- 
chair; Dr. Radhika Desai 
(Political Science), Helen 
Lansdowne (Pacific & Asian 
Studies graduate student 
representative), Krista Jackson 
(Pacific & Asian Studies 
undergraduate student repre¬ 
sentative), Dr. Jo-Anne Lee 
(Women’s Studies), Dr. Joe 
Moore (Pacific & Asian Stud¬ 
ies), Donna Signori (ex officio, 
Library), and Dr. Ralph 
Huenemann (ex officio, CAPI).

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Students interact with judges

It’s one thing to read the text of a judicial decision and quite another 
to witness the research, thought processes and personal experience 
that contribute to those judgments. This past week, five UVic law 
students were able to experience the judicial process while complet¬ 
ing a week-long term as clerks for B.C. Supreme Court judges in 
Victoria. Normally, only those few fortunate students who win post¬ 
graduate clerking positions have the opportunity to work closely 
with Supreme Court judges, but Dean of Law David Cohen, who 
organized the clerking program, wants to give more students the 
chance for the valuable experience. 

‘They’ll learn more in a week than in a month of classes,” says 
Cohen, who once held a one-year clerking position with the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada. “The most important thing is to ‘see’ 
judging and observe the balancing act, the values, the respect for 
authority that contributes to a decision. The students engage in 
discussion and debate with the judges after doing their research. 

At the conclusion of her week as a clerk, law student Lainie 
Shore was enthusiastic about her experience. 

“We sat in on all levels of court, went to Chambers, and a pre¬ 
trial conference. However, perhaps the most valuable portion of this 
program was the opportunity we had to interact with judges of the 
B.C. Supreme Court and Court of Appeal. We had a meeting with 
one of the Court of Appeal judges where we discussed issues in law 
and during breaks from court we were able to go into the judges’ 
offices and discuss with them what we had watched in their courts. 

The thir d-year law students chosen for this new program must 
arrange for leave from their classes for a week and meet with then- 
judges prior to the week-long appointment to learn about the cases 
they will be working on. The program is only open to students who 
haven’t already secured a cle rking position following graduation .

HSD names Michael Prince 
first associate dean 

Dr. Michael Prince, Lansdowne Professor of Social Policy, has been 
named the inaugural associate dean of the Faculty of Human and 
Social Development (HSD). 

Prince will take on responsibilities for the faculty’s extensive 
distance education program. More than 60 per cent of undergraduate 
offerings in HSD are through distance education (DE) and the faculty 
accounts for almost 70 per cent of the University’s total. 

“I will be a voice on campus for championing distance educa¬ 
tion,” says Prince, who will continue to teach in the School of Public 
Administration. “Our faculty is becoming increasingly involved in 
this area and we are planning a master’s degree in Nursing and Child 
& Youth Care through DE.” 

The School of Social Work is also looking to develop a distance 
degree program for native social workers, similar to the Awassis 
program run by UVic’s School of Child & Youth Care in northern 
Manitoba. 

Prince will also be responsible for general promotion and market¬ 
ing of the faculty, faculty curriculum and student issues. He took on 
his new position on Feb. 1.

A handy tool developed over 
the past 10 years by UVic 
graduate students and 
research associates may provide 
some relief for those faced with 
decades-old software and no 
idea how to access the code that 
programs it. The tool isn’t 
rattling around in a tool box. It’s 
a UVic-developed reverse 
engineering tool—software 
called Rigi—which can burrow 
into old codes and extract 
software artifacts and architec¬ 
tural structures. 

“A computer program is like 
a recipe,” says computer science 
graduate student Peggy Storey. 
“You put all these different 
ingredients together to get the 
final result. The old software is 
like a finished casserole. We’ve 
got the finished dish, now we 
want to figure out what went 
into it so we can adjust the 
seasonings a bit.” 


“Instead of designing new 
software we’re looking at old, 
existing stuff,” adds fellow 
graduate student Ken Wong. 

“It’s not as glamourous perhaps, 
but it’s also important work.” 

The tool’s name reflects that 
view. Rigi is named after a 
mountain in Switzerland—neither 
the country’s best-known nor its 
highest mountain, but one that is 
the favourite of Dr. Hausi Muller 
(Computer Science) who super¬ 
vises Storey and Wong. 

Storey and Wong recently 
won an outstanding contribu¬ 
tion award at the Working 
Conference on Reverse 
Engineering in Monterey, 
California for their work 
comparing the effectiveness of 
the various tools available. 
Their experiment involved 12 
students comparing two user 
interfaces for Rigi with more 
conventional program under¬ 


standing tools. By developing 
a means to compare the 
different tools, Storey and 
Wong advanced the under¬ 
standing of how to evaluate 
the tools’ effectiveness. Rigi’s 
highly visual and interactive 
software will next be used in 
a larger comparative study 
involving 30 to 40 users, 
some of them from the 
computer industry. 

Both Storey and Wong hope 
to receive their PhD this year, 
Wong’s from UVic and Storey’s 
from SFU. 

“UVic is strong in software 
engineering but SFU is strong 
in graphics and user interfaces, 
and I didn’t want to leave my 
husband behind in Victoria,” 
says Storey who is tapping into 
the strengths of both universi¬ 
ties. She travels to SFU every 
few months and communicates 
by computer between visits. 


Prof with privacy expertise 
advises province

A recent report on Cana 
da’s participation in 
cyberspace predicts that 
2.6 million households will be on¬ 
line by the year 2000—the same 
year the federal government vows 
to have legislation in place to 
protect the privacy of those using 
the electronic highway. It’s gone 
from a back road to an express 
route in just a few years and the 
medical, commercial, legal and 
financial data it carries is largely 
unregulated and unprotected. 

Dr. Colin Bennett (Political 
Science) is one of only two 
university representatives on the 
province’s advisory council on 
information technology. An 
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expert on privacy protection in the 
face of invasive technology, 
Bennett hopes to help the prov¬ 
ince develop a policy covering the 
information resources B.C. 
regulates that will dovetail with 
the expected federal legislation. 

“Canada is one of the few 
industrialized states without 
comprehensive privacy legisla¬ 
tion,” says Bennett. “While there 
are rules for the public sector, 
there are very few for the private 
sector and we need one set of 
rules for collecting, processing, 
trading and disseminating 
information.” 

Achieving consensus between 
10 provinces and one federal 
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government is never easy, 
especially when regulatory 
control is often in the hands of 
provincial governments. They are 
responsible for regulating the 
retail and insurance industries and 
most transactions involving 
consumers—except when those 
consumers make a phone call or 
sign up for cable. Telecommuni¬ 
cation systems, which carry most 
of the electronic data in question, 
fall under federal jurisdiction. 

The government is hoping the 
provinces and the private parties 
that would be most affected by 
the proposed legislation reach 
some sort of consensus on 
regulations before the year 2000, 
says Bennett. The Canadian 
Standards Association did just 
that in 1996 with its “Model Code 
for the Protection of Personal 
Information.” Bennett did the 
background research for the 
committee that developed the 
code but it lacks an enforcement 
mechanism. Some organizations 
are still resistant to a legislated 
code. 

“There is opposition from 
much of the private sector who 
only want voluntary compliance,” 
he says, “but the Canadian Direct 
Marketing Association wants 
legislation. Trade associations for 
banks, insurance companies and 
the telecommunications industries 
have developed voluntary 
guidelines, but it is not clear how 
well these are followed. Other 
organizations or corporations 
have no such watchdog regula¬ 
tions.” 

Bennett says that personal data 
is being traded and sold just like 
money. 

“We need a legislative frame¬ 
work that has teeth and is not 
merely symbolic but doesn’t 
jeopardize civil liberties,” he adds. 
“We want to give people confi¬ 
dence to use the information 
highway.” 
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Elder shares lessons from Stoney Creek

W hen Mary John was a 
child, First Nations 
students were 

allowed to attend school only 
until they were 16 years of age 
and a residential school was the 
only choice. After 16, they were 
finished, regardless of what 
grade they were in. It wasn’t 
until the 1970s that they were 
allowed the freedom to choose 
where they would attend school 
and for how long. “What was 
planted in us, is that we don’t fit 
anywhere,” said John recently. 

John, an Elder of the Carrier 
Nation (Wet’suwet’en), and the 
subject of the award winning 
biography, Stoney Creek Woman , 
spoke Jan. 27 at “Aboriginal 
Ways of Learning, Teaching and 
Working”, a seminar for UVic 
managers and faculty co¬ 
sponsored by the Office of 
Equity Issues and School of 
Social Work. She was joined in 
the discussion by Bridget 
Moran, author of John’s biogra¬ 
phy and recent recipient of an 
honorary degree from UVic. 
Stoney Creek Woman is recom¬ 
mended reading in both wom¬ 
en’s studies and social work 
courses at UVic. 

* Moran told the seminar 
participants about the need to 
understand the challenges that 
First Nations students have to 
face— “the legacy of the 
residential school, low self¬ 
esteem, poverty and little 
support off the reserve.” 

Both women stressed that 
providing a meeting place for 
building a sense of community is 
a crucial factor in encouraging 
and supporting First Nations 
students. It is important, they 
said, that students have a 
centre— a territory—that is 
theirs, where they can meet with 
each other and have real contact 
with the Elders. 

Heather Raven (Law), 

Gordon Bruyere (Social Work), 
and Gale Cyr (Social Work), 

First Nations members of the 
UVic faculty, elaborated on the 
cultural differences facing First 
Nations students on campus. It is 
important to understand the First 
Nations perspective, they said. 
Respect cultural differences and 
understand that native students 
don’t want to trade one culture 
for another, but are trying to 
balance their own culture with 
the one they have come in 


contact with, said Raven. Each 
of the faculty members empha¬ 
sized the value of First Nations 
student services in an environ¬ 
ment that provides both aca¬ 
demic and personal support. 

“The students need to feel 
they are first class persons,” said 
John in defining what instructors 


can do to be 
more encourag¬ 
ing and 
welcoming to 
First Nations 
students. She 
noted that 
when she was 
in school, she 
felt “ashamed 
to be an 
Indian.” 

At a public 
presentation 
later that 
evening, 150 
people packed 
the Senate 
Chambers to 
hear firsthand 
about John’s 
life experiences. The evening 
event had a powerful impact on 
audience members, with its 
account of her early years 
leading a traditional way of life 
berry picking, hunting and 
fishing in Stoney Creek and 
Clucultz Lake, how she was sent 
to a Mission School in Fort St.

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James when she was only seven 
and later to a residential school 
on Fraser Lake and the seven 
years of loneliness, homesick¬ 
ness, hunger and sometimes fear 
which followed. The 83-year-old 
John touched on her experiences 
giving birth to 12 children, often 
on hunting or fishing grounds, 
and as a teacher of the Carrier 
language, culture and dancing, a 
founding member of the Stoney 
Creek Elders Society which was 
formed in response to the 
increasing suicide, violence and 
unemployment in her band, and 
an active participant in many 
other economic, justice and 
education ventures. 

To Beryl Parke, a Haida 
social work student from old 
Massett village, John’s presenta¬ 
tion of her life was “not about 
poverty, oppression or feminism. 
What it reflects is an Aboriginal 
commitment to her family and 
community.” 

Pat Wilson, a Woman’s 
Studies student from the 
Okanagan nation, asked John 
whether she considered herself a 
feminist and then realized that 
this “Euro-centric term” didn’t 
fit within John’s cultural and 
historical context. “Her answers 
reflected she is simply a very 
strong Carrier woman with deep 
family ties and collective values. 
Her very presence transcended 
the cultural barrier for a woman 
whose first language and way of 
thinking are native. She contin¬ 
ues to make an impact on her 
community and on the lives of 
others by sharing her story,” said 
Wilson. 

The evening presentation was 
sponsored by the School of 
Social Work and the Women’s 
Studies department.

Orpheus in the Underworld 
takes on modem twist at Phoenix 


An unforgettable 
evening of outrageous 
musical theatre and a 
visual extravaganza is 
being promised by the 
upcoming Phoenix 
Theatre production of 
Jacques Offenbach’s 
comic operetta.

“The notion of using Holly¬ 
wood as a metaphor for Olym¬ 
pus was very appealing,” says 
Walsh. “Taking our cue from 
Maestro Offenbach himself, we 
have played very fast and loose 
with myths and tradition, time 
period and visual style, to 
present this quintessential 
representation of operetta as a 
weapon of satire wrapped in a 
musical bouquet.” 

Walsh has recently scored 
successes with Don Giovanni and

Workshop to examine interdisciplinarity 
in graduate studies 

The third and final workshop in a series devoted to issues of interdisciplinarity 
will be held Feb. 21 from 12-4:30 p.m. in University Centre A180 (Senate 
Chambers). It is sponsored by the Office of the Vice-President Academic and 
Provost and organized by the Dean of Graduate Studies. All faculty, staff and 
students are invited to attend. 

The workshop will be divided into two panels and a series of focus groups. 
The first panel will consider the current state of interdisciplinary studies at 
UVic and how such studies are organized and conducted.

On Feb. 14, at 2:30 p.m. in Begbie 159, Geoffrey Parker (Ohio State Umv.) 
will present a Lansdowne Lecture entitled 'The Making of the Grand Strat¬ 
egy of the Court of Philip II: Spain's Plans for the First Global Empire.' 

On Feb. 27 at 8 p.m. in Elliott 167, Mark Elvin (Australian National Umv., 
Canberra), a major figure in premodern Chinese social and economic history, 
will speak on 'Comparing China and Europe over the Last Thousand Years: 
Economy, Environment and Science.' 

Upcoming lectures will be announced in future additions of The Ring.

The NATO Scientific and Environmental Affairs Committee has awarded Dr.

'Environmental Change, Adaptation and Security,' will examine the abilities 
of communities and individuals to adapt to various forms of environmenta 
stress, including natural disasters and cumulative forms of environmental 

degradation. . , , 

The workshop will also identify ways of anticipating the location of 
environmental stress and improving response capabilities by the populations 
of the affected regions so they can cope without resorting to leaving the 
area. Lonergan's recent research focuses on environmental change and the 
implications for security either because the change prompts a conflict over 
natural resources or because it contributes to population displacement, 
posing problems for national and human security.

Bill C-32 was tabled in the House of Commons by the federal government on December 12, 
1996 and final reading is expected this month. In the previous draft of this bill, used books 
were exempt from any importation restrictions. The UVic Bookstore buys most of its used 
books back from students, but sometimes we have had to supplement our stock by 
purchasing from an American supplier. This may be partially or totally restricted by this 
change in the law. What this will mean to the student is that for a few courses offered, they 
will have to purchase a new textbook instead of possibly buying one of the used ones that 
we were able to bring in. This is not a large part of our business and it may indeed have no 
impact on most students, but we would encourage students and faculty to call their MP’s 
and discuss this with them.
